"An  idisc(|nioiis  M.vco|iliant  wlio  lives  at 
anotlier's  expense."  Do  yon  realize  that 
there  are  parasites  on  on  the  body  poli- 
tie?  Most  dojjs  Inive  lleas,  and  we  jire- 
snine  that  most  towns  have  jiarasites. 
David  llarnm  said  tliat  sonu'  lleas  are 
jjddd  lor  :i  doj;,  as  they  keep  him  from 
broodiiiK  on  lieinj;  a  do;;;  l)\it  prid)al)ly 
the  dog  is  not  philosopher  enon^h  to  a])- 
preciate  the  great  advantage's  he  derives 
from  the  fleas.  We  nuist  ennfess  that 
our  sympathies  are  with  Tigi"  in  his 
view  of  till-  ease,  for  we  eannot  figure 
out    .just    what    good    our    local    parasites 

do   to • 

We  ean  continue  the  analogy  with 
<ither  domestic  animals.  The  cow  eats 
hay,  lint  she  gives  milk;  the  sheep  setMns 
to  live  on  nothing  nun-h  of  anything  and 
gives  wool;  uhiiiuitons  Biddy,  the  lu'ii, 
goes  the  slnn'p  oni'  lietter;  she  eats  up 
liugs  and  injurious  insists  and  converts 
them  into  eggs.  Hut  the  parasite— tin' 
tlea  on  the  dog,  the  tick  on  the  sheep,  the 
fly  on  the  cow  ( Hidily.  the  hen,  has  her 
trembles  too) — all  these  parasites  ,iust 
suck  blood  and  give  nothing  except  an 
noyance.  Parasites  are  not  useful  them- 
scdves.  and  they  prevent  others  from  be- 
ing as  useful  as  they  might  bi'. 

The  parasites  on  our  business  com- 
nninity  are  in  about  the  sann>  class.  You 
know  the  ones  we  mean.  They  take 
everything  and  give  nothing.  They  enjoy 
police  protection  and  lire  protection  and 
every  other  a<lvaiitage  we  have;  but  if 
they  have  a  dollar  to  spend  they  send  it

They  fiiiil  the  ilesigns  exactly 
the  same,  and  the  cut  and  materials  jiist 
as  fjood,  while  the  price  is  much  lower 
liecjiuse  the  exjtenso  of  doinj;  business  in 
the  small  towns  is  so  much  less. 

The  parasite,  liowever,  prides  himself 
on  his  superiority  in  the  choice  of  every- 
thinjr,  and  rather  insinuates  that  our 
local  dealers  are  incapahle  of  judyinjj 
and  our  citizens  incapalile  of  apjireciat- 
ii'H  good   materials. 

Some    residents    of 

have  done  some  travellinf;  on  their  own 
account,  however,  and  find  that  we  live 
a  little  better  here  tlian  tliey  do  in  the 
large  cities.  They  find  that  wearing  ap- 
parel bought  here  compares  favorably 
with  what  they  se(>  in  Toronto  or  Mont- 
real or  New  York.  Our  houses  are  just 
as  comfortable  and  just  as  tastefully  fur- 
nished. One  point  is  particularly  im- 
pressed on  the  observer,  and  that  is  tliat 
with  an  equal  income  a  man  can  live 
much  better  here  than  in  the  large  cities. 
Taxes,  rents,  eatables  and  wearables  are 
all  chea|)er.  So  they  are  glad  to  be  citi- 
zens  of and   arc   true 

to  the  interests  of  our  town.  Thpy  btiv 
at  home.

(illier  State,  anil  as  the  loss  to  any  one 
iiidividnal  is  not  sllt^;(■iellt  to  justify 
h'ln  in  inciirrinn  tlie  expense  of  pro- 
tractel  l;iw  suits,  and  no  (ine  was  deeply 
en  ni^h  interesred  to  organize  the  vie- 
tims  wiih  a  view  to  eo-oiierative  action, 
the   ni;;tter    went    from    liad   to   worse. 

New.  however,  the  Federal  (lovern- 
meiit  at  W.isliinijtiin  has  taken  a  hand 
in  the  matter,  and  accomplished  con.sider- 
alile  j)i""l  ''.V  prohi!iitin>;  these  firms 
from  usinj;  the  I'nited  States  mails  to 
forward  their  nefarious  schemes.  Ft 
was  found  that  a  large  numlier  of  so- 
called  m.aiazines  were  merely  organs  for 
fhise  m:iil  order  houses.  Tliey  would 
offer  a  somcivliat  pretentioii.s  monthly 
paper  a;  an  afisurdly  low  subscription 
price.  i!iit  sufficient  to  pay  for  the  ink.  to 
s«v  nctlrng  of  the  paper  on  which  they 
were  printed,  or  the  cost  of  compilation 
or  postage.  One  monthly  offered  a  three 
years  subscriiition  for  twenty-five  cents. 
It  is  not  assumed  that  all  mail  order 
hauses  are  positive  frauds.  In  many 
cases  they  do  send  the  material  paid  for; 
I'.ut  even  in  those  cases  experienced  buy 
i<rs  fie.ii'.d  that  the  prices  piiid  were  too 
high  for  the  quality  of  merchandise  fur- 
nished. The  point  is  that  a  paternal 
government  found  it  necessary  to  protect

sliiiw  tliMt  it  (lid  nut  p:i.v  to  patronize 
mail    order    Ikiiisi'S. 

Tliiiins  liave  not  readied  sneli  a  con 
di;ioM  in  (  anada  yet,  Imt  tliere  is  ample 
evidence  that  ttiere  is  a  tendency  in  the 
same  ilirei'tien.  It'  we  would  |irofit  liy 
tile  niistaki's  ol'  onr  neighliors,  we  will 
confine  our  [inrchases  to  our  immediate 
.iciiiity.  and  deal  with  people  who  are 
not  oidy  perfectly  ri'spansilde  (inanidally, 
bnt  wlio  are  right  at  onr  own  doors.  Kx- 
peri.'iice  has  sliown  this  to  lie  the  wisest 
policy,  if  there  is  ;iny  mistake,  the  local 
merchant  finds  it  to  his  own  interest,  for 
the  sake  of  future  Ivusincss.  to  satisfy 
his  cnstomir;  hut  tlie  nniil  order  house 
knows  that  no  person  will  >;o  to  the  ex 
pcnse  of  taking  a  sauill  matter  into  the 
cniiris.  and  trust  to  their  tlamlioyant  asl- 
xcrtisements  to  keep  their  hnsini'ss  U|) 
to  a   high   point. 

Hvery  one  knows  tliat  it  must  cost 
such  (inns  nnire  to  do  Imsines.,.  Hoine 
one  nuist  pay  for  the  oatalogiu's  and 
postage  and  the  express  charges  they 
ott'er  to  p.iy  if  yon  l)uy  a  certain  amcuint.

and  that  he  would  lie  unjust  to  the  inter 
ests  of  his  neij^hhiirs.  his  town  and  him- 
self, unless  he  coiifiiieri  his  piindiases.  as 
tar  as  possible,  to  his  own   locality. 

If  that  is  the  Western  spirit,  it  is  not 
difficult  to  understand  the  phenoinonal 
jirowtli  (if  the  country  and  the  enthusi- 
asm the  Westerners  feel  for  their  towns. 
It  is  refreshing  to  hear  one  of  them  ex- 
pati.'ite  on  the  merits  of  his  |ilace  of  resi 
deuce.

Ho  many  people  who  have  thoiit(ht 
that  moro  binnosM  ig  in  itself  a  fact  that 
-Mould  enable  mail  onlor  houses  to  com- 
pete gucpessfully  with  local  merchants, 
would  do  well  to  consider  that  there  is 
another  side  to  bijjness,  that  in  many 
ways  it  is  a  handicnp  and  adds  materi- 
ally to  the  expenses  in  handling;  even  the 
Hmallcst  order  that  is  received.  Ti,  the 
person  who  is  really  interested  in  get- 
ting at  the  facts  of  the  ""ase,  we  would 
H!»y — compare  the  expense  of  the  mail 
order  house  item  by  item,  per  cent, 
by  cent.,  with  those  of  the  mer- 
chant    in     ' — ,     and 

you  may  be  helped  to  realize  what  that 
other  side  to  bigness  means.  Take  into 
consideration  the  infinite  amount  of  de- 
tails necessary  for  handling  even  the 
smallest  orders  received  by  these  large 
concerns.  Trace  the  orders  through  the 
hands  of  mail  openers,  cashiers,  check- 
ers, packers,  more  checkers,  billers,  more 
checkers,  shippers,  teamsters,  express  and 
railroad  companies,  claim  departments, 
more  checker?,  and  so  on.    Consider  what 

happens  ir  a store  when 

a  purcliHse  is  made  and  make  your  own 
comparisons.  The  locul  merchant  aims 
to  make  a  fair  profit  on  his  goods.  Do 
you  really  think  the  mail  order  houses 
are  in  business  for  any  other  purpose 
than  to  make  a  profit  f 

Of  course,  we  realize  that  there  is  a 
diflference  in  capital  running  up  into  the 
millions  and  that  running  into  the 
thousands  only,  but  do  not  forget  that 
the  millions  arc  operating  over  the  entire 
country  from  Halifax  to  Vancouver,  and 
that  the  thousands  are  concentrated  right 

here  in .     Do  not  forget 

that  bigness  brings  difficulties  as  well  as 
advantages,  and  at  a  certain  point  the 
difficulties  overshadow  the  advantages. 

And  while  considering  bigness,  do  not

do  80,  V)i'cause  he  gives  the  lowest  p  )4si- 
ble  price  to  the  re^fular  trale.  Do  you 
think  the  local  store  elephant  is  p>'ng 
to  be  swallowed  by  the  mail  or  ler  a? 
It  is  undoubtedly  true  th;it  Momc  ail 
order  houses  offers  certain  leaders  at  less 
than  cost  in  order  to  attract  orders  for 
other  goods  at  son-Jhing  more  than 
regular  prices.  It  would  not  pay  to 
send  for  the  cheap  article  alone,  so  you 
make  up  an  order.  If  you  bought  the 
same  line  throughout  from  your  local 
dealer,  you  would  save  money  on  the 
transaction.  And  so  we  say,  BUY  AT 
HOME.  Xo  mail  order  house  has  any 
interest  in  the  little  red  school  houses  in 
your  district.  Not  one  of  them  ever 
helpt-d  you  in  distress  or  let  an  account 
stand  over  till  after  harvest  or  pay  day. 
What  one  of  them  has  ever  contributed

this  town  in  particular.  How  many  of 
them  will  look  into  the  matter  sufficiently 
to  realize  that  they  themselves  are  par- 
tially responsible  for  the  lack  of  busi- 
ness?
